The path of the recovery program was 
shadowed further today by a new dis- 
pute between capital and: organized 
labor.

ROMAINE SALAD. 

Romaine is slightly coarser than 
lettuce but it may be just as crisp 
and tender and just as attractively 
served. Small heads of romaine are 
best. They have more delicate flavor 
and less waste. peng ARKy leaves 
should be shredded. ese shredded 
outside leaves can be saved for the 
next day’s salad. : 

Prepare in the same way 4s let- 
tuce and serve with one of these 
dressings: Chiffonade, Roquefort or 
French. 

ENDIVE SALAD 

Endive makes a salad lufury espe- 
cially nice for a company dinner. 
The French endive, the one we know 
best, has a pleasing, slightly acrid 
taste, Every leaf can be used and 
it is obtainable through most of the 
year. 

Separate the stalks, wash and put 
in cold water. Excellent with Tarra- 
gon dressing. Strips of pimiento, 
green pepper or Heinz stuffed olives 


may added. 

WATERCRESS SALAD. 

Watercress, whose dark green color 
and pungent flavor are so stimulat- 
ing to the appetite, grows along the 
cool banks of streams. In some lo- 
ealities it may be had for the pick- 
ing. It requires care in cleaning be- 
cause of its small leaves and many 
stems to which the sand clings. 

Pick over cress, carefully cutting 
off coarse stems, and wash thorough- 
ly. Chill in ice water and shake as 
dry as possible before serving. Pile 
lightly in salad bowl and-serve with 
French dressing or Tarragon dress- 


ing. 
ROMAINE AND ENDIVE SALAD. 

Separate leaves of romaine and en- 
dive, wash thoroughly and put in ice 
water to become crisp. Lay three or 
four stalks of endive. lengthwise on a 
leaf of romaine. Garnish with strips 
of red or green pepper and serve with 
French dressing or Tarragon dressing. 

For a more hearty salad mix equal 
quantities of chopped celery and chop- 
ped green pepper with a little may- 
onnaise to hold them ‘together. Fill 
the stalks of endive with this mixture 
and lay on the romaine leaves. This 
may- be served with French dressing 
or any desired variation. 

STRING BEAN SALAD. 

Two quarts young string beans, 
French dressing, 6 narrow rings of 
pimiento, Indian dressing. 

Choose beans with smooth, slender 
pods. Bulging pods mean mature and 
usually tough beans. Wash and string 
the beans and cook them whole in 
hoiling salted water until’ tender. 
Drain and cool. Marinate in French 
dressing. Chill thoroughly. Arrange 
in mounds on tender leaves of let- 
tuce, holding them together with the 
pimiento rings. Serve with Indian 
dressing. Cauned beans may be used. 
CABBAGE AND PEANUT SALAD. 

One small head of cabbage, 3-4 cup 
chopped peanuts, 1 teaspoon salt, 1-8 
teaspoon paprika, 1 pimiento. 

Discard outside leaves of cabbage 
and cut head in quarters. Let stand 
in ice water until crisp. Drain and 
chop. Mix with peanuts and add salt 
and paprika. Serve with cooked salad 
dressing or Heinz salad cream and 
garnish with strips of pimiento.

Strong evidence of increasing em- 
ployment is presented in the employ- 
ment record of the Fisk Rubber Cor- 
poration, of Chicopee Falls.

Culbertson 
on Contract 
The Last Mistake. 


BY ELY CULBERTSON. 
World’s Champion Player and 
Greatest Card Analyst. 


Quite often the player who makes 
the last mistake suffers not only for 
his own sins but for those of others 
as well. Frequently Bridge players, 
carried away by exaggerated ideas of 
their holdings and hoping to find in 
their partners’ hands everything that 
fancy could paint, bid their hands 
beyond any possible chance of fulfil- 
ment with correct play and anything 
like a reasonably sane distribution. 
When this occurs it is not at all sur- 
prising that sometimes ar opponent 
will double in exasperation as a sort 
of protest against what he regards 
as flying in the face of facts, and 
when the doubled contract is made, 
the Doubler is criticized whereas the 
overbidders are not. 

Take as an example the following 
hand, which was played in Crock- 
ford’s Club (not necessarily by ex- 
perts) in a recent Rubber game:

North’s hand suggests strongly the 

wisdom of play at notrump. Hence 

the proper response is either two 
notrump or three clubs. 

2—With the hope that his opponents 
may go too far. 

3—South here might better show his 
biddable heart suit. : 

4—North now becomes conservative. 

~ He realizes that there is probably 

one Ace missing. 

5—-Again an overbid. There are ,en- 
tirely too many holes in the hand. 

However, South has a right to an- 

ticipate a considerably stronger 

holding by North. : 
With 2 1-2 plus honor-tricks and 

a remote chance of a trump trick, 

East’s Double is understandable, 

but still bad. The penalty which 

North and South would suffer does 

not promise to be of great propor- 

tions. Why decrease the chance of 
setting the contract by tipping the 

Declarer off to the location of the 

key cards? 

West chose as his Opening lead 
his fourth-best spade, and East, when 
a low spade was played from Dun- 
my, made the correct guess, finessing 
the Knave. East was at once in @a 
quandary as to his proper contin- 
uation. A club was impossible as it 
would surrender all chance of a trick 
in trumps, and no other suit seemed 
to offer a good alternative lead. How- 
ever, he decided that the best hope 
now of defeating the contract was the 
lead of a small heart, trusting taht 
West held the Queen, the Ace being 
marked with South. From this point 
on the hand was a laydown for the 
ambitious bidders. The heart trick 
was won by the Knave in Dummy, 
and the suit at once returned, the 
Queen being finessed. Now a small 
heart was led and ruffed with a smaifl 
trump, and the dianiond Queen led 
for the third finesse of the hand. East 
went up with the King, and South 
won with the Ace and led a smail 
club to the Ace in Mummy. From 
this point of every trick belonged to 
the Declarer. The trump was finessed 
on the return and the Queen picked 
up, and East’s seemingly strong hand 
made worthless. 

It is, of course, by no means cer- 
tain that South’s foolhardy contract 
could have been defeated; in fact, as 
the cards lie, it is extremely improb- 
able. But there is no doubt that 
East’s Double was a contributing fac- 
tor in the discomfiture of himself and 
his partner.

Answer: A mother recently took 
her six-year-old son to church with 
her and he spent the hour pulling 
her ear over to his whispering lips.

The huge job of shifting the recovery 
administration from an emergency to 
a permanent organization has been be- 
gun by Hugh. S. Johnson, the admin- 
istrator. . \ 4». 

Looking forward to the time when 
he ‘hopes to have’ all industry operat- 
ing under codes of fair, competition, 
Johnson is endeavoring to work out a 
plan for the self-regulation of indus- 
try with the least governmental inter- 
ference consonant with the protection 
of the public interests. 

Thomas 8S. Hammond, executive di- 
rector of the president's emergency 
re-employment campaign and until 
mudsummer a prominent Illinois man- 
ufacturer, was reported tonight to be 
drafting the proposed permanent set- 
up of the NRA at the request of John- 
son. 

It was emphasized, however, that 
the present outline under which in- 
dustry would be given a thorough- 
going chance to run its own affairs 
had not yet been approved by the 
cabinet advisory board headed by Sec- 
retary Roper. However, the board 
has discussed a similar setup with 
the administrator. 


The permanent organization will 
guide NRA’s course until the act ex 
pires on June 16, geo Johnson, how- 
ever, believes that before that time 
congress will act to extend beyond 
that date the best features of the re- 
covery program. 


Besides the staff reorganization, 
there also is under way an examina- 
tion of existing codes for revision of 
weak gpots and merger wherever pos- 
sible of as many additional. industries 
as possible under master codes. 

This merging into as few charters 
as possible constitutes the heart of 
the proposed permanent setup of the 
NRA as now proposed by Hammond 
and those assisting him. 

Meanwhile, a general reorganization 
of the NRA key men and the creation 
of a policy board was disclosed with 
the appointment by Johnson of Robert 
W. Lea, a deputy administrator, as 
assistant administrator for industry. 
He succeeds Dudley Cates, Chicago in- 
surance man, who resigned after dif. 
ferences with the administrator. 

Lea and Johnson worked together 


as army officers in the division of 1 


supplies during the World War and 
have been business intimates and 
friends since. The new assistant ad- 
ministrator was in Europe during the 
summer, but came home at the re- 
quest of Johnson to handle the code 
for the automobile industry. 

The new policy board was created, 
the executive order said, “in anticipa- 
tion of working out a change in our 
organization to accommodate the 
gradual merger of the Blue Eagle work 
into the work of code hearings and 
to free the time of the administrator 
by a greater delegation of responsi- 
bility and authority.” 

Headed by Hammond, it includes 
the following :. Lea, Alvin Brown, ad- 
ministrative assistant to Johnson; 
Edward F. McGrady, assistant ad- 
ministrator for labor; Charles Mich- 
elson, chief of public relations; Mal-
